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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  the 
Citizens  of  the  Clarksville  School  District: 

Foreword 

Today  there  is  a  mounting  tide  of  sentiment  in 
behalf  of  better  education.  Education  for  all  the 
people  is  America's  noblest  contribution  to  civilization. 
As  surely  as  children  grow,  the  schools  must  go  on. 
Education  cannot  wait.  The  neglect  of  growing  youth 
cannot  be  repaired.  On  every  hand  people  are 
planning  for  the  future.  Labor,  industry,  business  and 
government  are  looking  ahead.  What  are  our  plans  for 
our  schools? 

We  have  said  that  democracy  cannot  exist  without 
education.  The  opposite  is  also  true.  Education  can- 
not grow  and  flourish  without  democracy.  The  schools 
are  citadels  of  democracy  in  war  or  in  peace.  Only 
with  a  democratic  system  of  education  is  it  possible 
for  a  nation  to  find  and  develop  the  talents  of  all  of  its 
youth. 

Every  child  in  our  country  deserves  a  fair  start  in 
life  including  an  educational  opportunity  that  will 
develop  his  talents  to  the  fullest.  America  believes  in 
giving  everyone  a  chance.  We  want  our  schools  to 
build  character.  We  want  our  boys  and  girls  to  be 
honest,  friendly,  considerate,  cooperative  and  respons- 
ible. We  want  them  not  only  to  believe  in  democracy 
but  to  play  their  part  in  making  it  work.  We  want 
them  to  know  the  happiness  to  be  derived  from  hard 
work,  as  well  as  the  joys  of  a  profitably  invested 
leisure.  In  short,  we  expect  the  schools  to  develop 
rounded,  balanced  lives,  to  contribute  to  youths'  per- 
sonalities, and  to  the  enrichment  of  society. 

Let  us  set  the  child  in  our  midst  as  our  greatest 
wealth  and  our  most  challenging  responsibility.  Only 
people  make  a  nation  truly  great. 
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Teachers 

The  teachers  for  this  year  are  the  same  as  last, 
Pearl  Hawes,  Principal,  grades  1-4  and  Doris  Chappell 
grades  5-8  and  music. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 

The  school  building  is  in  good  condition.  The 
spring  has  functioned  well  but  still  needs  to  be  graded 
and  the  house  repaired.  The  Kaustine  Toilet  units 
have  now  been  in  use  for  twelve  years  and  may  soon 
need  attention. 

New  front  steps  were  made,  desks  varnished  and 
the  usual  repairs  taken  care  of  during  the  summer 
months. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

There  are  now  27  enrolled  in  the  two  rooms.  This 
is  an  increase  of  one  over  the  preceding  year.  The 
percentages  of  attendance  for  last  year  were  91.34  for 
the  Primary  Room  and  93.37  for  the  Grammar  Room. 
There  were  87  cases  of  tardiness.  One  pupil.  Pearl 
Beauchemin,  was  not  absent  or  tardy  for  the  entire 
school  year. 

We  have  two  tuition  pupils,  one  at  Pittsburg  and 
the  other  at  Colebrook. 

Notes  on  the  Budget 

The  School  Board's  Budget  for  1946-47  totals 
$6,538.50  as  compared  with  $5,132.00  for  last  year. 
Since  the  district  has  an  estimated  balance  the  re- 
quested appropriation  is  $5,934.50.  The  appropriation 
last  March  was  $5,132.00 

Transportation  costs  this  year  have  been  higher 
due  to  additional  families  necessitating  an  extra 
vehicle.  Rising  costs  for  supplies  and  salaries  are 
reflected  in  the  budget. 
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Health 

A  brief  report  of  the  School  Nurse  from  January 
1,  1945  to  January  1,  1946  follows: 

School  inspections  244,  home  calls  22,  treatments 
at  school  31,  physical  defects,  teeth  10,  corrections  4, 
tonsils  6  corrections  2,  visions  10,  corrections  4,  skin 
disease  5. 

Teacher  Retirement 

The  1945  State  Legislature  saw  fit  to  revise  the 
Teachers'  Retirement  System.  The  law,  as  amended, 
provides  for  larger  contributions,  for  better  retirement 
benefits  and  should  provide  greater  stability  among 
the  teachers  of  the  State.  It  is  still  on  a  voluntary 
basis. 

Based  on  a  four  per  cent  rate,  the  estimated 
assessment  for  the  school  year  1945-46  is  $86.00.  The 
assessment  is  to  be  made  after  July  1,  1946,  and  is 
governed  by  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  participating. 
Additional  enrollment  or  resignation  of  members,  as 
well  as  salary  changes  may  alter  the  assessment  figure. 

Conclusion 

It  has  been  said  that  the  people  of  the  United 
States  could  be  divided  into  three  groups — the  small 
group  who  make  things  happen — the  large  group  who 
watch  things  .happen — and  the  enormous  multitude 
who  do  not  know  what  happens.  I  hope  that  the 
educational  opportunities  of  our  schools  are  such  that 
our  boys  and  girls  will  become  a  part  of  that  small 
group  who  make  things  happen. 

I  take  this  as  another  opportunity  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  school  board, 
parents,  teachers  and  citizens  for  their  support  in  our 
common  effort  to  maintain  good  schools.
